Again this year, Presbyterian 
College had more applications 
for dormitory space than it was 
able to fill. However, the les- 
sened number of veterans en- 
rolled as day students caused 
the college enrollment to drop 
to 415. This was approximately 
the same number we had en- 
rolled the second semester last 
year but below that of the first 
semester. 

Lack of sufficient dormitory 
facilities again, for the sixth con- 
secutive year and at a time when 
most other institutions are suf- 
fering greatly decreased enroll- 
ments, emphasizes anew PC’s 
great need for additional space. 

As most of you know, plans! 
are being developed to fill this 
need. An architect who has de- 
signed many college buildings 
now in use throughout the 
Southeast has prepared good 
plans for completely renovating 
Laurens Dormitory and adding 
two wings so as to provide 
splendid quarters for an addi- 
tional 100 men. 

Many alumni and church lead- 
ers have expressed deep satis- 
faction over plans for the pro- 
posed project. We have initiated 
a drive to raise funds, and some 
contributions already are being 
received toward making this 
dream a reality. However, much 
more is needed if the necessary 
minimum of $125,000 is to be 
raised.

That’s the Alumni Luncheon, something 
new and scheduled for an hour that will give 
alumni plenty of time to make it to Clinton. 

The reuniting classes will be given special 
tables at this luncheon, but the occasion is by no 
means limited to these class members. And old 
grads are urged to include their wives (or husbands) 
on all events. 

The general meeting of the Alumni Association 
will be held in the dining hall immediately follow- 
ing the luncheon. This is the time for filling those 
offices which become vacated and for hearing re- 
ports on all phases of college endeavor. Among 
those posts to which new officers must be elected 
are: representative on the Board of Trustees, vice- 
president, one Director each from South Carolina 
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and Georgia and the president of the Walter John- 
son Club. 

Dr. Marshall W. Brown will speak on progress 
and improvements of the college from an adminis- 
trative standpoint, and Athletic Director Walter 
A. Johnson will review athletic developments. 

A band concert in the Outdoor Chapel is sched- 
uled to follow the meeting and class reunions. It 
will be rendered by Presbyterian’s ROTC band 
which is considered one of the best in history and 
which has already staged numerous concerts in and 
around Clinton this fall. 

Following the President’s reception at his 
home, the dining hall will again open its doors (at 
6:30 p.*m.) for the pre-game meal served in the 
informal Smorgasbord style. 

Alumni are reminded that Clinton now has 
adequate facilities for overnight accommodations, 
with a new hotel and two motels available.

To Moderator Jobs 


Two Presbyterian College alumni have recent- 
ly been awarded outstanding recognition for their 
ministerial efforts by being elected Moderator of 
their respective Synods. A third alumnus just 
retired as Moderator of still another Synod. 

The Rev. Malcolm A. Macdonald ’23 is the new 
Moderator for the Synod of South Carolina; and 
the Rev. Ewell L. Nelson 735, for the Synod of 
Georgia. The Rev. Merle C. Patterson °38 served 
in this capacity for the Synod of Tennessee in 1950. 

Dr. Macdonald is now president of Thornwell 
Orphanage in Clinton, a position he has held since 
1944. Prior to that he was pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Moultrie, Ga. 

Dr. Nelson has been serving as pastor of the 
Vidalia (Ga.) Presbyterian Church since 1942. He 
came to Vidalia from the pulpits of the Dillingham 
and Ivy Park Churches of the Asheville Presby- 
tery. 

Retiring Moderator Patterson is pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Columbia, Tenn. Be- 
fore accepting this charge in 1949, he served the 
Third Presbyterian Church of Greenville, S. C. 


McSween Returns to Clinton 


Dr. John McSween, former president of Pres- 
byterian College, has returned to Clinton to live. 

He and Mrs. McSween moved back this fall 
following his resignation as pastor of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church of Greenville, S. C. The for- 
mer president had filled this pulpit since 1945 and 
upon resigning was given an appreciation dinner 
by various Greenville organizations.

Alumni Fund Progress 


Encouraging Response Seen as Classes of 1935, 1940, 
1941, 1937, 1938, 1951 Take Lead in Contributions 


Off to a flying start is Presby- 
terian College’s 1951 Alumni Fund. 
_ And all indications point to one of 
the best years in the brief history 
of the annual alumni giving pro- 
gram. 

The list of contributors already 
is greater than that of last year. And 
the 1951 Fund has been open only 
a few weeks. Books do not close 
until next April 1, so there remains 
plenty of time in which to make 
this a glowing year for Presbyterian. 

The most encouraging feature so 
far has been the decided increase in 
the number of small gifts, as more 
and more alumni come to realize 
that they do not have to wait until 
they have large sums to give. Nu- 
merous small contributions, mixed 
with the larger gifts, send the total 
spinning upward. 

As pointed out in the opening 
mail item, only $3.33 from each of 
the more than $3,000 active alumni 
would mean a sum_ exceeding 
$10,000. 

At this point in the 1951 Alumni 
Fund, the Class of 1935 holds the 
lead in total funds contributed and 
pledged with $790. 

Numerically, the Classes of 1940 
and 1941 are tied for the lead with 
six donors each. Next are Classes 
of 1937, 1938 and 1951, with four 
each. 

Most popular objective to which 
gifts have been directed so far is 
the new dormitory project. How- 
ever, both ministerial and athletic 
scholarships have been receiving 
their share of attention. 

Two mail items already have been 
sent out in connection with the 
Fund, a general mailer and one giv- 
ing special attention to the new 
dormitory project. Class manager 
letters are scheduled to go in the 
mails around the middle of Novem- 
ber. Managers for the various classes 
have been lined up, with all indi- 
cating a fine spirit of cooperation 
in agreeing to work in behalf of PC.

Passing, Line Provide Football Color 


Step right up, folks, for the Aerial Circus. 

Presbyterian College has produced another 
colorful football team. And whereas the Blue 
Stockings of the past several years created thrills 
with burning speed afoot, 1951 is a season for passes. 

It’s also a season when PC captures the hearts 
of all good pigskin fans with its embattled thin 
blue line of 60-minute men—a forward wall aver- 
aging only 175 pounds and totally lacking ade- 
quate replacements. More about this story of PC 
Spirit later. 

The talk at this writing (October 16) is of 
the upset victory over Davidson, spoiling another 
Homecoming occasion for the Wildcats. PC’s Aerial 
Circus—featuring the passing of Quarterback 
Jack “Lefty” Harper of Washington, Ga., to End 
Jumpin’ Joe Kirven of Sumter (latest in a long 
line of PC Kirvens)—brought that 14-12 triumph. 
And the day’s work greatly enhanced the chances 
of both of these players for post-season honors. 

Mosts recent report from the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Bureau, with three games played, 
placed Kirven as the nation’s top small-college 
pass receiver and Harper tied for the number 
one passing spot. That’s the most convincing tribute 
to the Aerial Circus. 

In their first four games of the 1951 season, 
the Blue Stockings have won two and lost two. 
They whipped Western Carolina, 12-0, prior to the 
Davidson victory and after dropping first a 39-0 
decision to Furman and then a 538-6 verdict to 
Clemson. Three of these opponents are Southern 
Conference members. 

The remainder of the schedule reads: Oct. 20—

Capably assisting Head Coach Lonnie S. Mc- 
Millian in building a tough outfit from the small 
squad available have been Assistant Coaches Sid 
Varney and Norman L. Sloan. 

About that thin blue line, it’s been mostly nine 
men performing in the rugged iron-man style of 
yesteryear. The word “two-platoon” hasn’t been 
mentioned at PC all season as these men carried 
on both offensively and defensively against the 
freely substituted hordes of the enemy. And at the 
skimpy 175-pound average, this forward wall is 
believed to be the lightest in the country. 

Co-Captain Tackle James (Bud) Neely of Row 
Hill is the dynamo in that line. As PC’s likeliest 
Little All-America candidate, he has torn asunder 
opposing lines and tackled viciously. For offensive 
punch, he limbers up an accurate extra-point foot 
which produced the two-point victory margin over 
Davidson. 

Co-Captaining with Neely is Tackle Bo Atkin- 
son of Winnsboro, who is most effective as a line- 
backer. And reading on down that list of nine stal- 
warts are: Center Tommy Guillebeau of Lincoln- 
ton, Ga.; Tackle Tommy Sheriff of Orangeburg; 
Guards Cedric Jernigan of Fayetteville, N. C., and 
Wade Camlin of Georgetown and Bob Pierce of 
Savannah, Ga.; and Ends Cooper Tedder of Tim- 
monsville and ‘Kirven.

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Cagers Defend Crowns this Season 


Basketball Practice Opened Oct 1 


With New Coach, Veterans on Hand

All of the boys who paced Presbyterian to 
basketball championships of the state and Little 
Four last season are back. And they’re eager to 
repeat those performances which made the Hose- 
men one of the highest-scoring teams in the nation. 


New Coach Norman Sloan—just out of N. C. 
State and from under the famous Everett Case— 
opened practice sessions on Oct. 1. That means 
two months of hard workouts before lifting the lid 
on the schedule on Dec. 4. 

Altogether, the Blue Stockings are slated to 
play 24 games during the 1951-52 season, not in- 
cluding the two in the post-season Little Four 
Tournament. Six of these opponents are Southern 
Conference members. 

The squad will have to do some fast stepping 
to top last season’s colorful record. That included 
17 victories against only 9 defeats, a new state rec- 
ord of 2,123 points, and a new state high average 
of 81.7 points per game. 

Setting the pace was Forward Dwight Gron- 
inger, All-State for three years and back in quest 
of his fourth consecutive berth on the honor team. 
He fired 478 points in averaging 18.4 per game and 
pushed his three-year total to 1,044. 

The other stars have returned, too; Forwards 
Bill Blewett, Lew Hawkins and Bill Carter; Center 
Kay Hill; and Guards Paul Nye and Skip Skinner. 

Joining them this year is a capable-looking 
6 foot-5 inch center named Frank Bondurant, who 
will give much-needed height to the squad which 
averaged under six feet last season. Coach Sloan 
says he’s spotted several other definite prospects 
from among the freshman candidates who should 
prove of service before the season is over.

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Dr. Brown Gives View 


On Present-Day Athletics 


President Brown was asked to express his 
views on present-day athletics, relative to the often- 
expressed opinion that over-emphasis on sports has 
caused the recent college scandals. 

Dr. Brown commented in the following man- 
ner: 

I am an advocate of competitive intercollegiate 
athletics. It serves to train our youth in the essential 
elements of leadership which can be obtained prob- 
ably in no other form of college activity. 

However, I do feel that there has been an over- 
emphasis in some fields. There seems to be, in- 
creasingly, a driving compulsion for victory which 
has distorted the perspective. The urge to win 
is more a part of the American tradition than 
that of probably any other country, but we also 
have an even more deep-rooted tradition for high 
sportsmanship. Some recent unpleasant develop- 
ments along the sports front indicate the scales 
of balance are being tipped in the wrong direction. 

In my opinion, the basic cause of the trouble 
is the tremendous pressure brought to bear upon 
athletic coaches to win games. Alumni, fans and 
students seem to become obsessed with the urge 
for victory, losing sight of the real place and pur- 
pose of intercollegiate sports in the college pro- 
gram. These enthusiasts demand that coaches pro- 
duce winners if they are to retain their jobs, with- 
out regard for their ability in developing leader- 
ship qualities in the young men under their charge. 

At Presbyterian College, we try to put the 
emphasis upon sportsmanship with the actual win- 
ning of games a secondary objective. As a re- 
sult of this policy, we still manage to put out 
athletic teams which win a majority of their games 
and are respected by their opponents. And our 
coaches know that their tenures of service are not 
wavering precariously on the extra-point boot of 
a nervous young athlete. Athletic Director Walter 
A. Johnson is beginning his 37th year at Presbyter- 
ian College this fall; and Head Coach Lonnie S. 
MecMillian his 28th year. 


Presbyterian College continues to turn out 
leaders for the armed forces. Of the 23 seniors who 
received commissions with their diplomas this past 
June, almost all have already been called to the 
colors. 

The Eighth Division has opened its doors to 
most of these 1951 graduates who have already 
donned gold bars. Second Lieutenants Jimmy Lind- 
say, Cary Moore, Gus Watt, JoJo Weingartner, 
Horace (Buddy) West, Severn Somerville, Marshall 
Lanter and Paul Martin are stationed with the di- 
vision at Fort Jackson, S. C. 

Assigned to the Eighth Division but currently 
attending the four months’ Associate Officers’ 
School at Fort Benning, Ga., are these 1951 grad- 
uates: Second Lieutenants Hollis Cate, Harry 
Shuler Dent, Daxid Maxwell, David Neville and 
Albert Watson. They will report for assignment 
with the division following completion of their 
course at Benning.

News from overseas tells of two Presbyterian 
alumni being awarded Bronze Stars for gallantry 
in action in the Korean fighting. The citations went 
to Ist. Lt. Tucker Irvin ‘41 and Lt. Roy Krouse ‘48. 
Irvin is reported headed for home on rotation after 
spending the past year under some of the heaviest 
fire of the Korean campaign. 

A brief report has come through disclosing 
that Ernest T. Anderson, Jr. ‘50 was wounded in 
action in Korea last June. 

Lt. Commander Tommy Brooks ‘41 writes from 
the high seas telling of a switch in naval assign- 
ments. He is now Commander of LST Division 
Twelve and riding on his flagship, USS LST 692. 
At the time of writing his orders called for head- 
ing for Korea the latter part of October. 

Another letter from overseas brings news of 
Pvt. Garvin J. Daniel, Jr. ‘59 (Co. G, 8th Regt., 4th 
Inf. Div., APO 39, c/o Postmaster, New York). 
Garvin writes: “I received the PC Alumni Bulletin 
today and completely devoured every word of it. 
My being here in Germany makes me appreciate 
the news from home very much... I am now 
stationed at Wackemheim. Because of the existing 
international situation, we are not allowed to travel 
too far from our station, but I have been to nearby 
Wiesbaden and to Heidelburg ... The German 
people have recovered amazingly well from the 
destruction of World War II. Of course, there is 
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still a great deal of rubble in the cities, but the 
people themselves seem to be happy and healthy 
... My company commander is Capt. Leo C. Mc- 
Carthy. He is the son-in-law of Coach Johnson and 
a wonderful person ...I met B. A. Brown ‘50 the 
other night in Wiesbaden. He’s getting along fine 
and seems to be as satisfied as possible in the 
Army. He told me that Pete Way ‘49, Jimmy Gil- 
bert ‘49, and George Copeland ‘50 are in our di- 
vision, also.” 

Recently returned from overseas and bearing 
the Legion of Merit award is Maj. Walter B. Todd 
39. He served in the Operations Division of Gen- 
eral Headquarters, Far East Command, since March, 
1948.

Oh Well, maybe I’ll be first in line for 
R and R back to Japan, that wonderful land of 
cherry trees and geisha girls... ”

ROTC Unit Has Record Number 


Presbyterian College’s top-ranking ROTC unit 
snapped to attention for the start of the 1951-52 
session with a record number of students on muster. 

A total of 261 cadets are enrolled in the senior 
unit, according to Lt. Col. Michael Gussie, profes- 
sor of military science and tactics. Breaking this 
battalion figure down by classes, the rolls show: 
23 seniors working toward reserve commissions 
next June and a record 44 juniors with advanced 
standing preparing to go to camp at Fort Benning, 
Ga., next summer. 

In the basic courses, more popular than ever 
as students compete for advance standing, are 78 
sophomores and 116 freshmen. 


College Opens 71st Year 


Presbyterian College launched its 71st academic 
year with another capacity dormitory enrollment 
and student body numbering 415. 

Registrar Ed Campbell points out this is about 
the same total as that of last semester, so PC is 
not affected by declining enrollment which has 
hit some institutions as hard as 20 percent. 

Classwork opening the first semester began 
on Sept. 15, and the semester extends through 
next Jan. 20. Thanksgiving holidays are scheduled 
for Nov. 22-25; the Christmas vacation, for Dec.

Survey 


A Presbyterian College alumnus has an im- 
portant role in South Carolina’s new $75,000,000 
public school program. 

Dr. Charles Jennings Martin of Columbia, 
class of 1930, has been appointed by the State Edu- 
cational Finance Commission as adviser to the 
county school boards relative to reorganizing the 
school districts. This is the first step in the broad 
school expansion project that will be financed by 
the state sales tax which went into operation last 
July. 

Dr. Martin has a year’s leave of absence from 
the University of South Carolina faculty, where he 
is professor of school administration in the school 
of education. He will direct surveys of all 46 coun- 
ties based on reorganization plans, sending out 
teams composed of top-flight principals and super- 
intendents to compile information on the state 
schools and to evaluate it. 

The school districts will base their building 
program of the next five years on the results of 
these surveys. 

The PC alumnus spent the past year at Co- 
lumbia University as a member of the teaching 
staff by invitation.
